In Early ('cntiiiiDi Of 
CliriRtInnIty 

The day Christman Day not on 
the 25th of December would come an 
a shock, it wouldn't aeom Cltristmaa 
at all; yet In early centuries of Chris* 
tlanlty, January 7 W'as Christmas 
Day. 

The Eastern Cliurch did not come 
Into line with the Western, which 
had adopted December 25 for over 
400 years. And even now the Armen¬ 
ian church keeps Christmas Day in 
January, on the day when the rest 
of Oirlstrndom Is keeping a different 
festival, that of the Kplphany. 

Christmas Day commemorates the 
birth of Christ, but the actual day 
ond month of that event Is not 
knmvn. December 25 is not the actual 
date. 

The latest researches put the year 
as B.C. 4 , and the month a.s not Inter 
than February.

Sir John Phillips, 73, physician to 
Queen Mary, died recently in London. 

Alice Mary Longfellow, daughter 
of the poet, Henry Wndsu’orth Long* 
fellow, is dead at her home in Cam¬ 
bridge, Ma.ss. She was 78 years old. 

The Carnegie Foundation has offer¬ 
ed to provide between $25,000 and 
$30,000 yearly for ten years to 
siMi ulnto research In Australia. 

Through the government's cam¬ 
paign for eradication of bovine tu¬ 
berculosis, Infection among cattle In 
the Dominion has been reduced five 
per cent. 

The promotion of sheep club.s 
throughout the province of British 
Cohunbia was distussecl at the an¬ 
nual conference in Victoria, of the 
advisory board of farmers' institutes. 

The appointment of Hon. Frank 
Oliver, former member of the Board 
of Hallway Commissioners, as an ad¬ 
visory ofliccr to the board in respect 
to grade crossings is announced. 

A preliminary survey of Canadian 
broadcasting conditions Is to be un¬ 
dertaken immediately. Sir John Aird, 
chairman of the radio Oommission. 
stated follmvlng the commission's in¬ 
augural session. 

French circles assert that Foreign 
Minister Briand, of Franco, and Dr. 
Gustave Stresmann, Gorman foreign 
minister, had reached a tentative 
agreement on the convocation of a 
preparatory disarmament commis- 
Bion in February. 

Alberta ofRcials arc pleased hy 
the decision of the Dominion board 
of railway commissioners at Ottawa 
extending the time for the low rate 
on Alberta coal to Ontario to six 
months in 1920 as against ifrree 
months this year. The rate will be 
in effect from January 15 to July 15.

"There seems to be a somewhat 
widespiead idea that Canadian-banks 
have transferred large amounts of 
money to New York lor employment 
in call loans. That notion is w'hully 
eironcous. The policy of the Hank 
of Montreal, and 1 may say I believe 
this apphes to all Canadian banks, 
bus long been to carry in New York 
a substantial proportion of ready re¬ 
serves or quick assets. No funds, 
however, are ever transferred to New 
York or London to be loaned on call 
until every legitimate need of our 
own country has been carefully ex¬ 
amined and, if at all possible, com¬ 
plied with. Our loans there have 
been less than they were a year ago.” 

Sir Frederick Willioms-Taylor, 
general-manager of Bank of Mon¬ 
treal, reviewing the business of the 
Bank, said in part:— 

"C?anada as a whole has enjoyed 
more prosperity than ever before. At 
the commencement of 1928 a succes¬ 
sion of good harvests had already 
placed the country on a prosperous 
footing, and the position has been 
further improved this year by good 
average yields of the staple crops 
In all the older provinces, while the 
Prairie Provinces have far surpassed 
their previous records. In Industrial 
activity an extraordinary enlarge¬ 
ment has shown itself in construc¬ 
tion works, many l)oing of a most im¬ 
pressive character. These include 
the further exploitation of those 
great natural assets, water powers, 
minerals, and forests.

Ducks and Ar Well As Purt- 

rldge Have Been Plentiful In 
Atlieiiu 

Tlio shooting during the post sea¬ 
son in Alberta, has been unusual. The 
ducks and geese have been more 
plentiful than for many years and 
the Hungarian partridge have also in- 
ct eased markedly. Some very re¬ 
spectable bags of the latter have been 
secured six and eight being not un¬ 
common. as against a brace In form¬ 
er years. Prairie chicken arc still 
scarce and It is felt that the game 
authorities arc wise in continuing to 
extend the closed season. 


Growing NiiiniMr Of Synllictle 
Staples Ik'iiig Pul On Market 

Time was when the producer or 
marketer of any of the prominent 
staple products of world commerce 
could look forward to a fairly easy 
time of it in a business way. He 
\%ns sure of his market, he was sure 
of a demand from a buying public 
regarding his goods as a necessity, 
and the only thing to be watched for 
was whether the financial outlook for 
the immediate future was bright, 
gloomy or indifferent. 

Today llio only uncertainty in the 
business world is the imcertninty of 
the position of a staple article of 
commerce. In 'the nlnetconth cen- 
tur>’, for example, the grower of 
cotton could count upon a certain 
percentage of his crop being taken 
by the English spinners. Today Uic 
press carries reports of a plant 
member of the cocoa family noav in- 
troduce'd into England whose fibres 
afford an excellent substitute for 
cotton. 

Yesterday the school children were 
taught that the silkworm was the 
creator of silk, but tc^Jay a large 
corporation cuts a Juicy "stock mel¬ 
on’’ out of profits very largely de¬

1 large lump butter. 

1 large lump lard. 

Mlv well together, then add 
cup baking molasses. 

1 teaspoon baking smla disolvcd 
In cup of sour milk. 

1 full cup sour milk. 

1 teaspoon cinnamon. 

1 teaspoon nutmeg. 

1 teaspoon cloves. 

cup flourcil, seedless raisins. 

2 cup.s sifted flour. 

Mix all together and bake in a me- 
diuiu ovon about twenty-five min¬ 
utes.

Add cornmeal slowly to lx)illng 
water, stirring constantly to prevent 
lumping. Add U tcusi>opon salt and 
cook 10 • minutes. Melt fat In small 
frying pan, add chopped pepper and 
simmer a few minutes with pan cov¬ 
ered. Uemove cover and add chop¬ 
ped meat and U teaspoon salt; cook, 
stirring constantly, until red color of 
meat has disappeared. Heat food 
chopper in boiling water and put 
raisins through, using medium cut¬ 
ter. Add raisins and tomato sauce to 
meat mixture. In a greased baking 
dlsli put half of cooked cornmeal. 
Then pour In the meat and tomato, 
and put the rest of the cornmeal on 
top. Bake In a moderate oven (350 
degrees F.), 30 to 40 minutes.

Alberta Wheat Pool elevators ilur* 
lnt( the last neason handled a total 
uf 27.044.308 bushels of gratn oi an 
average of 106.940 bushels for each 
elevator, and terminals handled 23, 
604.901 bushels. It was announced at 
a recent meeting in Calgary by C. 
M. Hall Manager of Pool elevators. 

During the 1027-28 crop year 102 
elevators were operated by the pool 
and an additional 150 elevators have 
since been acqired, of which 128 were 
built and 22 were purchased. 

It was also announced by R. D. 
Purdy, Manager of the Wheat Pool, 
that the acerage covered by the sec¬ 
ond series of contracts at October 1, 
1928, had reached 4,074,771, excedtng 
the accrage under the first scries by 
2,226 acres. 

The gross turnover of the pool for 
the past year, stated Mr. Purdy, to¬ 
talled $54,760,984 and the elevator

How To Ufio 
And Keep Them 

What arc deciduous teeth? 

They arc the first teeth. They come 
in 1 iiin aiwiut the fourth inonili tc 
two yoiu.s of nge. How long should 
they last? Until naturally shed 
bt'twoen the ai'cs of 0 nnd 12 years 
Are they important? Yes. No 
effort ;ihouUI l» »parcd to keep them. 
Why are they Important? Because 
the child needs thorn to chew its food 
during tho greater part of the most 
rnpld gniwth period its life. Be¬ 
cause all of the deciduous teeth are 
in use for alx years, and part of 
them .as long as 10 ycara of the chlldr 
life. Are they Important as the per¬ 
manent teeth? Yes. In health or 
in disease they have a vital develop¬ 
ment of the chlld’.s Ijody and mind. 
Whnt me I be u.sual fiign;^ <»f teething 
In healthy children? An increased 
flow of .saliva. A a tendency to put 
] the finger or some hard article in the 
mouth and bfle it Swollen and con- 
goMted gums. FretfulJiess and dis¬ 
turbed sleep. Often a .slight fever. 
Los.h of u.sual appetite. Sometimes 
slight diarrhea. 

How long do these aympboma last? 

Usually only for three or four days 
while the teeth are coming through 
the gums. 

Is teething responsible for many of 
the ailments it is .supposed to cause? 

No Most of the dl^stlvo dis¬ 
turbances occiirlng during babyhood 
are due to bad feeding and to chilling 
if the body. 

What may be done to eld teething? 

Give iho boby right food and plen 
ty of cool boiled water. Give It a 
freshly cooked chicken log or thigh 
bone without meat on it, to chew on. 

A hard dry crust of bread may be 
given also, as a teething ring. 

Is lancing of the gums an aid in 
difficult teething? 

Sometimes Great care should be 
taken to keep the wound clean and 
so avoid infection after lancing. 

What may be done to loeep the dec¬ 
iduous teeth? 

See that the child has plenty of the 
foods that furnish mineral salts and 
vitamins. Give the child foods that are 
cleansing to the teeth. Teach the 
child how to masticate all food tbor- 
I oughly. Keep the mouth clean 
Have the teeth examined and treated 
at least two times a year. See that 
the child has plenty of rest and sleep 
fresh air and happy play. 

What arc the foods which furnish 
mineral salts and vitamins? 

Milk and other dairy products, 
green vegetables, fruits, breads and 
cereals made from whole grains. 

Why are these foods necessary In 
keeping the teeth .sound? 

Without a sufficient supply of 
them the teeth arc starved and, be¬ 
cause not nourished, are more liable 
to disease. 

What foods arc cleansing to the 
teeth ? 

Fruits, raw' vegetables, and coarse 
hard foods such as a dry toast and 
breads made from whole grains 
When should fruits be eaten In 
order to have the best cleansing ef¬ 
fect on the teeth? 

At the end of the meal. 

Why is thorough mastication of 
food necessary? 

For two reasons; First, because 
satisfactory nourishment of the body j 
including the teeth and the tissues \ 
that .support them, depends upon pro- i 
per digestion of food is possible only | 
when the food has been thoroughly | 
masticated. »Second, because exer- . 
else of the teeth and their foundation 
tissues Is necessary to their' health 
I and developement, and the best way 
, to exercise them is by using tbani
